‘COLERIDGE’S  TABLE  TALK.’ 


The  c  volumes,  or  rather  this  volume,  for  the  Har¬ 
per’s  have  made  but  one  of  the  work,  are  the  gleanings 
made  by  a  relative  from  the  conversations  of  Coleridge, 
and  they  present  that  great  man  in  the  favurahle  light  in 
which  readers  have  long  regarded  him.  We  dissent 
from  some  of  his  political,  as  we  certainly  do  from  some 
ofhis  religious,  creed;  but  no  reader,  with  any  capabili¬ 
ties  of  improvement,  can  sit  down  even  half  an  honr  to 
this  work,  without  rising  up  a  wiser  and  a  belter  nmn. 
The  close  reasoning,  and  especially  tlie  nice  diwTim- 
ination,  never  mistaking  one  principle  for  another,  wliicli 
characterises  the  writing  and  conversation  of  Coleridge, 
U  so  edifying,  so  practical,  that  we  regret  that  public 
apeakers  and  accepted  writers  are  generally  so  unable  or 
unwilling  to  benefit  their  hearers  or  readers  by  a  use  ofj 
•uch  qualities.  Could  Coleridge  be  read  by  our  clergy, 
we  mean  those  who  address  even  the  unlearned,  the 
benefit  derivable  from  his  book  would  in  a  few  weeks 
be  observable  in  a  community.  We  should  hear  no 
longer  frrtiti  the  sacreil  desk,  raw,  disjointed  assertions; 
we  slioiilif  not  find  the  laity  mistaking  the  things  that  be- 
lon"  to  their  good,  because  they  misai9)ilied  words. — 
Men  in  attempting  to  explain  the  r-nmpo-iition  ofScrip- 
ture,  would  not  (to  take  an  idea  from  Coleridge  himself) 
coiirmiKl  the  dictiitioii  to  Balaam  and  his  nss,  with  the 
inspiriitinn  which  was  vouchsafed  to  Paul  and  John. 

Man  Inis  vet  to  learn  the  meitns  of  gomt ;  iinppy  is 
the  preacher  who  can  nwnhen  his  audience  to  huly  reso¬ 
lutions;  hut  most  hapfiy  is  he  who  leads  the  mind  on¬ 
ward  from  resolves  to  action,  and  connecta  its  pnrsuiis 
with  the  philosophy  of  divinity,  so  that  the  impnUe  of 
resolves  shall  be  kept  up  bv  delight  in  the  science.
